She is a woman of 
about forty years of age, whh. very 
refined mannéfs and a sweet and 
kindly disposition. 

When interviewed by the repre- 
sentative of The Constitution, she 
declared that she knew of no one 
who would have any reason to take 
her life or the lives of her children, 
and that the whole affair is a com- 
plete mystery to her. She gave the 
following description of the box 
and candy which came so near 
bringing death into her household:
